‘@ September 17, 1923, one of the largest classes in the history of the 

Dental School of the University of Louisville assembled at thie Medical 
School for anatomy. This class with an enrollment of seventy-two came 
from every part of the country eager to begin the life work which had been 
selected, and determined to acquire the knowledge necessary to uphold the 
honored profession they had chosen. 


Varied were the experiences which came to them during this trying year. 
They quickly adjusted themselves, however, to their new environment, and 
soon were filled with the spirit of the great institution. There were natur- 
ally a few who felt that the trials and tribulations were too great, but al- 
though their number was decreased, their determination to go on increased 
in proportion. At the end of the year only forty-nine of the original 
seventy-two remained. 


It was with renewed strength and vigor that the class returned for 
another year, the year in which its determination to stand by its chosen life 
work was tested, but the Class of ?27 proved equal to its task, and with only 
a few exceptions came forth undaunted and determined to reach its goal. 


Then came the junior year, looked forward to by every student of 
Dentistry because it is felt that the other end of the journey is in sight. The 
students are now men rendering professional service, men to whom the 
faculty can point as the future graduates who will uphold and be a credit 
to their profession. Their practical work was well done and brought them 
to the last stage of their journey. 


The last year was an eventful one. The class assembled for the last 
time and found many new faces which gave an enrollment of fifty-nine, 
one of the largest Senior classes in the history of the Institution. With 
the end almost in sight, they embarked upon their journey, inspired by 
their dreams which were about to be realized. As a class they witnessed 
many important changes in the University. Dr. O’Rourke was appointed 
their Dean. No one more fitting for this place could have been found. 
It was he who inspired them to strive for the better things of life, who 
could see the union of a greater University, and who strived untiringly to- 
ward its realization. In future years his name will be outstanding among 
the great leaders in the development of the University of Louisville.. 


The class has gone one hundred per cent in the Endowment Fund drive. 
‘One more stage of life has been reached, and the Class of 1927 is going 
forth into the world with one big thing in mind—service to its fellowmen.

Speed Scientific School 


{ James Breckenridge Speed Foundation} 


HE SPEED SCIENTIFIC SCHOOL is an undergraduate school of the University 
of Louisville for the study of sciences in engineering. It offers courses in Chemical, 
Civil, Electrical, and Mechanical Engineering, each to cover a period of four years. The 


courses of Engineering are of the “co-operative” type and are arranged so as to provide for 
specializing in the important fields of these sciences. 

After a study of the methods in engineering education and a survey of the industrial 
needs of Louisville and its environs, it has been decided that the co-operative plan of en- 
gineering education is the best type to meet the requirements of the municipality. The co- 
operative plan is a practical method of harmonizing the conflicting demands of technical 
skill and liberal education. It is based upon the need of theory and practice under working 
conditions of engineering. It is not an experiment in education; it is, on the contrary, a 
successful plan that produces graduates of executive ability who are capable of the man- 


agement of engineering industrics and who have a broad perspective of scientific and er 
gineering work, 

It is the purpose of the Speed Scientific School to conduct its work on a modified co- 
operative basis similar to that which has been successfully used in some of the leading 
engineering schools of the country. 

To obtain this practical training the classes are divided into two groups, one: of which is 
engaged in class work and the other is employed in an industrial establishment. After 
three months these groups change places. 

The course of study covers four years of intensive cork, The Freshman year is spent 
in class work, the Sophomore and Junior years are divided between class work and co-oper- 
ative work, and the Senior year is devoted to class work and the summing up of the work 
of the three previous years. This course provides the same amount of theoretical training 


as is usually given in any engineering or technical school.

J that thirteen is an unlucky number, for I think that Mr. Martin and the 
University of Louisville Players have disproved this popular fallacy by the 
success of the past season.

This past season was the second in the new Playhouse and the Players, 
having become fully acclimated, settled down to prove that the faith the 
University placed in them was justifiable.

Back stage Leslie Hauger and his crew 
labored patiently, and the sale of tickets was so gratifying the cast played to 
six capacity houses instead of the four that were originally planned. Is it 
not inevitable that with everyone’s heart and soul wrapped up in it, the 
production would be a beautiful and stupendous thing? 

To say that Paul Druien as Romeo and Anna Mae Kirn as Juliet gave 
a performance unequaled in professional circles would not be over rating 
their abilities, for they transcended mere acting and lived their parts. Those 
who read Mr. Wallace’s editorial in the Times may remember his timely 
remark about the love scenes. He maintained that when two young people 
can make love can kiss one another before an audience containing mothers, 
fathers, sisters, brothers, kinfolk and class mates, and hold them so spell 
bound they do not even smile, much less giggle, they have been really act- 
ing. 

Melville Hosch as Mercutio “walked away” with several scenes, and 
others in the cast were, Rose Padgett, M. O. Porter, Betty Wooden, Otto 
Schumaker, Ed Goodin. 

The last production was Michael Flavin’s delicate drama, Children of 
the Moon. The idea was decidedly original, and the whole theme treated 
ina delightful way. So subtly and gracefully was it constructed it took rare 
skill in interpretation to make the characters live, and it is a tribute to Mr. 
Martin’s direction and the insight of the players that they succeeded so well. 
Helen Anderson as the young heroine and Embert Rice as the young aviator 
lover gave splendid performances. Billy Keller as the old grand-father 
who is a bit moon-mad and Betty Wooden as his daughter were also fine 
in their parts. Elise Parson, Carl Johannoboeke, Leslie Hauger and Paul 
Briney completed the cast. 

Five plays, each as unlike the other as possible, heretofore never pro- 
duced in Louisville, each a gem in itself, and Mr. Martin promises us that 
the fourteenth season will be even more impressive than the last one! We 
doubt the possibility of this statement, but we are open to conviction, and 
are waiting eagerly to see what further surprises are going to be produced 
from his magic bag of tricks. With the students behind him and the city 
watching him we expect great results. To many of us the Playhouse has 
become a place of undefinable allure. We hang about on week days and 
on Saturday come to see the English 50 plays produced. It is the sort 
of place where dreams come true—dream on, Boyd Martin!
